To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  of  the  County  Borough  of  Derby. 

Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  herewitli  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  your  Borough  during  the  year  1915,  this  being 
my  Eighth  Annual  Report,  and  the  39th  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health.  In  the  interests  of  economy,  the  Report  has  been  much 
abridged,  that  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  being  reduced  to 
nearly  half  the  number  of  pages  of  the  reports  of  recent  years. 
The  number  of  copies  of  the  Report  which  will  be  printed  have 
also  been  reduced. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  are  not  on  the  whole  very  satisfac- 
tory. The  death-rate  is  the  highest  noted  since  the  year  1904, 
whilst  the  birth-rate  is  the  lowest  recorded.  The  natural  increase 
of  the  population  is  also  the  lowest  on  record.  The  most  satisfac- 
tory feature  of  the  statistics  is  the  fact  that  infantile  mortality 
continues  to  be  small.  Another  source  of  satisfaction  is  the  small 
amount  of,  and  the  low  mortality-rate  from.  Enteric  Fever,  an 
infectious  disease  which  is  one  of  the  most  readily  controlled  by 
general  sanitary  measures  that  we  have  now  to  deal  with,  as  con- 
trasted with  so  many  other  infectious  diseases  in  the  spread  of 
which  personal  contact  plays  such  a prominent  part.  In  connection 
with  Enteric  Fever  it  is  interesting  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  the 
Public  Health  (Shell  Fish)  Regulations,  1915,  came  into  operation 
on  the  first  day  of  March  of  the  year.  These  Regulations  deal 
especially  with  polluted  shell  fish  "‘layings,’'  and  the  prevention  of 
the  spread  of  such  a disease  as  Enteric  Fever  through  the  agency 
of  polluted  oysters,  cockles,  or  mussels.  An  attempt  was  made  to 
obtain  these  powers  in  the  Derby  Corporation  Act,  1913,  but  the 
Cliairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Flouse  of  Commons 
who  considered  the  application,  strongly  opposed  it,  apparently  on 
the  ground  of  feared  hardship  to  the  trade,  and  it  was  not  granted. 
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Owing  to  the  war,  the  staff  of  the  Department  has  suffered 
both  depletion  and  alteration,  changes  which  have  to  a certain 
extent  affected  the  carrying  out  of  the  increased  work.  At  the 
same  time,  it  is  satisfactory  to  record  the  admirable  work  that  has 
been  on  the  whole  carried  out  by  the  lady  substitutes. 

The  much-needed  extension  of  the  administrative  block  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  was  completed  in  July  and  added  both  to  the 
accommodation  and  to  the  comfort  of  the  staff.  The  ward  accom- 
modation however  was  found  to  be  sufficient  for  the  number  and 
variety  of  cases  requiring  admission. 

The  three  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcomes  have  had  a success- 
ful year,  all  shewing  an  increase  both  in  numbers  of  attendances 
and  in  scope;  special  attention  is  now  being  paid  to  expectant 
mothers.  The  Hostel  (an  institution  managed  by  a private  com- 
mittee) has  supplemented  the  work  of  the  above  by  the  provision 
of  cheap  dinners  for  necessitous  mothers,  the  provision  of  a nursery 
school,  and  by  holding  infant  consultations,  etc. 

The  Health  Department  is  again  especially  indebted  to  the 
Society  of  Friends  and  Miss  Longdon  for  the  continued  use  of  rooms 
for  the  St.  Helen’s  Street  Welcome,  and  to  Messrs.  Leys  for  the 
use  of  their  mess-room  for  a like  purpose. 

I am  personally  much  indebted  to  the  members  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  generally,  and  to  the  Chairman  in  particular,  for  kindly 
help  and  support  during  the  year.

Estimated  Population. — The  estimated  population  of  the  Borough 
at  the  middle  of  1915  was  126,389,  an  increase  of  827  over  that 
of  1914. 

Marriages. — The  number  of  marriages  which  were  solemnized 
during  1915  was  1,151 ; this  represents  a rate  of  persons  married 
equal  to  18*2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  which  is  the  highest  rate 
of  any  year  recorded  since  1900,  when  the  rate  was  19-6.

Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907. — This  Act  was  adopted  by  tbs 
Council  on  December  4tli,  1907,  and  came  into  operation  early  in 
January,  1908.  The  Notification  of  Births  Extension  Act,  1915, 
extends  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  1907,  to  areas  in  which  it 
has  not  already  been  adopted.  This  came  into  operation  on  Sept. 
1st,  1915.  The  Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered  2,737 ; 
of  this  number  2,616  (95%)  were  notified.  In  the  following  table 
is  set  out  the  distribution  of  all  Births,  both  legitimate  and 
illegitimate.

From  the  above  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  the  illegitimate  births 
represent  3T%  of  the  total,  as  compared  with  2-6%  in  1914. 
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8till=birth8. — The  number  of  burials  of  still-born  children  in  the 
Derby  Ciemeteries  during  1915  was  106,  or  23  fewer  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  The  number  of  ordinary  burials  was  1,773,  making  a 
total  of  1,879.  The  percentage  of  burials  of  still-born  children  to 
the  whole  is  5' 6,  the  lowest  recorded.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  1,942, 
as  compared  with  1,701  in  1914;  of  these  1,942  deaths,  131  were 
strangers,  and  there  were  32  deaths  of  Derby  residents  registered 
outside  the  Borough,  making  a net  total  of  1,843.  The  net  death- 
rate  therefore  from  all  causes  was  14-6  per  1,000,  as  against  13*1 
for  the  previous  year.

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(A)  INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  Derby  during 
1915  numbered  258,  a rate  of  94  per  1,000  births. 

The  infantile  mortality  for  England  and  Wales  during  1915  was 
110,  that  of  the  great  towns  was  117,  and  of  the  smaller  towns  114, 
while  that  for  rural  England  and  Wales  was  98. 

The  infantile  mortality  figures,  not  only  in  Derby,  but  also  in 
the  great  towns  and  in  the  smaller  towns,  as  well  as  in  England 
and  Wales,  generally  were  higher  than  those  in  1914,  when  the 
infantile  mortality-rates  were  respectively  Derby  91,  Great  Towns 
114,  Smaller  Towns  104,  and  England  and  Wales  105. 

The  infantile  mortality-rate  of  94  per  1,000'  births  is  the  third 
lowest  rate  recorded,  the  record  low  rate  being  79  in  1912.  The 
next  lowest  was  85  in  1910.  The  average  infantile  mortality  for 
the  past  five  years  has  been  97  per  1,000  births. 

In  Table  II.  are  set  out  the  causes  of  death  of  158  children  under 
the  age  of  one  year.  These  are  further  subdivided  into  the  weeks 
of  the  first  month  of  life,  and  figures  are  given  for  each  month  until 
the  age  of  one  year.  In  the  sub-division  “Wasting  Diseases” 
caused  no  fewer  than  112  deaths,  premature  births  and  debilitated 
conditions  contributing  respectively  53  and  41 ; Diarrhoea  and 
Enteritis  caused  33  deaths,  as  against  37  in  the  previous  year; 
this  is  followed  by  Convulsions  29,  Pneumonia  21,  Bronchitis  17, 
and  Measles  16.

The  death-rate  amongst  the  breast-fed  children  is  38*1  per  1,000 
births,  as  compared  with  161*7  per  1,000  among  those  hand-fed  and 
150*8  per  1,000  amongst  those  only  partly  breast-fed.  It  is  import- 
ant also  to  note  that  not  only  is  this  marked  difference  to  be  seen 
in  the  general  death-rate,  but  in  every  .classification  there  is  the 
same  result,  the  death-rate  is  invariably  lower  among  the  breast-fed 
children. 
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(B)  MORTALITY  AT  OTHER  AGES. 

At  all  other  ages  there  were  registered  1,585  deaths,  and  of  these 
179  were  of  children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5,  82  at  the  age 
period  of  5 and  under  15,  87  between  15  and  25  years,  216  between 
25  and  45,  416  between  45  and  65,  and  605  at  all  ages  over  65. 

In  the  first  of  these  age  periods.  Zymotic  Diseases  were  respons- 
ible for  a large  number  of  deaths.  Measles  causing  46  deaths,  as 
compared  with  17  in  the  previous  year.  Whooping  Cough  caused  13 
deaths,  as  compared  with  14  in  1914,  and  Diphtheria  (12).  Bron- 
chitis (9),  and  Pneumonia  (16)  were  likewise  very  fatal  diseases. 
Tuberculous  Diseases  other  than  Phthisis  were  the  cause  of  25 
deaths.  One  death  occurred  from  Phthisis  in  this  age  period. 

In  age  periods  5 to  15  the  chief  contributing  causes  of  death  were 
Diphtheria  11,  Measles  8,  Heart  Diseases  8,  Pneumonia  7,  Tuber- 
culous Diseases  (other  than  Phthisis)  9 and  Scarlet  Fever  5 
deaths.  In  the  periods  15  to  25  Phthisis  was  the  most  dangerous 
ailment,  as  no  fewer  than  29  out  of  the  87  deaths  were  assignable 
to  that  cause.  Phthisis  is  likewise  a dangerous  disease  at  the  age 
periods  25  to  45  and  45  to  65,  their  being  no  less  than  96  deaths  ; 
in  addition.  Heart  Diseases  contributed  71  deaths  and  Cancer  69. 
In  the  declining  years  of  life,  Chest  Ailments  140,  Pleart  Diseases 
59,  and  Cancer  35,  were  the  chief  causes  of  death,  whilst  Zymotic 
Ailments  became  practically  a negligible  quantity. 

DISTRICT  MORTALITY  RATES. 

In  Table  IV.  the  various  mortality  rates  which  have  been 
recorded  in  the  different  wards  into  which  the  town  is  divided  are 
set  out.  The  deaths  in  public  Institutions  have  been  relegated  to 
the  wards  to  which  the  persons  belonged  before  they  were  removed.

Age  periods  and  Monthly  incidence  of  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  Deaths  during  the  year  1915. 
BRONCHITIS.  PNEUMONIA. 
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Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

Were  responsible  for  no  fewer  than  326  of  the  1,843  deaths 
registered  during  1915.  Bronchitis  was  ascribed  as  the  cause  in 
202  instances,  and  Pneumonia  in  124.  The  corresponding  figures 
for  1914  were  160  and  93  respectively.  Of  the  202  deaths  due  to 
Bronchitis,  17  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  while 
117  (nearly  58%)  occurred  in  persons  of  65  and  upwards.  The  124 
Pneumonia  deaths  include  21  under  one  year,  16  between  one  and 
five  years,  13  between  five  and  25,  58  between  25  and  65,  and  only 
16  at  65  and  upwards.  Bronchitis,  as  in  the  two  previous  years, 
heads  the  list  of  causes  of  death  during  1915,  Old  Age  with  165 
deaths  coming  next  in  order. 

Influenza. 

The  only  information  relating  to  the  prevalence  of  Influenza  is 
to  be  gleaned  from  the  death  returns,  and  these  shew  that  there 
were  28  deaths  ascribed  to  this  disease,  as  compared  with  10  in  the 
previous  year.  The  largest  number  of  deaths  (19)  were  registered 
in  the  age  periods  45-65  and  65  and  over.  There  were  no  deaths 
of  children  under  one  year  of  age.  The  ward  allocation  of  the 
deaths  was: — 5 Becket  Ward,  4 Arboretum,  3 Bowditch,  3 Abbey, 
2 each  Babington,  Bridge,  Castle,  Friar  Gate,  Osmaston ; Dale, 
Litchurch,  and  Derwent  had  1 death  each.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  this  cause  in  King’s  Mead,  Markeaton,  Normanton,  and  Pear 
Tree  Wards. 

Cancer  and  Malignant  Disease. 

Cancer  or  some  variety  of  malignant  disease  was  held  responsible 
for  108  deaths,  as  compared  with  115  in  1914.  There  were  only 
4 deaths  from  this  disease  below  the  age  of  25  years,  17  between  25 
and  45,  52  between  45  and  65,  and  35  at  ages  65  and  upwards. 
Castle  Ward,  with  12  deaths,  shewed  the  highest  Ward  mortality. 
In  Pear  Tree  Ward  there  were  only  4 deaths  from  this  disease. 

Part  of  the  Body  Affected. — The  accompanying  table  shews  the 
various  organs  affected  with  Cancer  in  the  fatal  cases  of  1915.  It 
will  be  noticed  that  this  terrible  disease  especially  selects  the  organs 
of  the  digestive  system,  and  the  organs  of  generation  in  the

Violence. 

There  were  66  deaths  attributed  to  violence,  as  compared  with 
67  in  1914;  55  of  these  cases  were  accidents,  and  11  were  cases  of 
suicide.  These  totals  compare  with  51  and  16  respectively  in  the 
previous  year.  Twelve  of  the  cases  of  accident  were  of  children 
under  the  age  of  5 years,  and  18  occurred  amongst  people  aged 
from  25  to  65 ; this,  of  course,  being  the  period  of  activity  when 
risks,  whether  occupational  or  otherwise,  are  most  common.  Ten 
of  the  11  cases  of  self-inflicted  death  occurred  over  the  age  of  25. 
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Other  Diseases. 

There  were  147  deaths  from  Heart  Diseases;  of  these,  130  were 
over  the  age  of  25.  The  highest  number  was  16  in  Becket  Ward, 
followed  by  14  in  Babington  Ward,  and  13  in  Litchurch  Ward. 
Of  the  23  deaths  from  Alcoholism  and  Cirrrhosis  of  the  Liver, 
there  were  none  below  the  age  of  25.  Of  the  108  deaths  registered 
as  due  to  Prematurity*,  Abbey  Ward,  as  in  the  previous  year, 
headed  the  list  with  13  deaths,  followed  by  Bridge  and  Normanton 
Wards  with  10  each.  Osmaston  Ward  was  the  lowest  on  the  list 
with  only  1 death. 


INQUESTS. 

We  are  informed  by  the  Borough  Coroner  that  the  number  of 
Inquests  held  by  him  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1915, 
was  198,  being  made  up  of  120  held  on  males  and  78  on  females. 
There  were  no  unregistered  deaths  in  the  Borough ; the  cause  of 
every  death  was  certified  either  by  a medical  practitioner  or  by  the 
Coroner. 

Mortuary. — Inspector  Blore  informs  me  that  the  number  of  dead 
bodies  which  were  received  into  the  Mortuary  during  1915  was  10, 
and  that  2 post-mortem  examinations  were  conducted  in  the  build- 
ing during  the  year. 

THE  NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
1915  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Acts  was  1320,  as  compared  with  1,024  in  the  previous 
year.  The  number  (1,320)  includes  93  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neona- 
torum, a disease  which  only  became  notifiable  on  23rd  October, 
1913.  In  addition,  there  were  213  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  73  cases  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  notified  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Regulations;  also  1,006  cases  of  Measles,  242  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough,  369  cases  of  Varicella,  and  86  cases  of  Mumps, 
notified  by  school  teachers.

Tlie  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  1915  was 
818,  of  which  11  were  withdrawn,  leaving  807  true  cases,  an  increase 
of  335  upon  the  number  for  1914.  As  regards  the  distribution  of 
the  disease,  it  was  most  prevalent  in  Pear  Tree  Ward,  with  123 
cases,  and  least  prevalent  in  Becket  Ward,  17  cases.  The  number 
of  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  was  14,  giving  a mortality-rate  of 
0-110. 

Twelve  of  the  fatal  cases  were  residents  of  the  Borough,  viz.  : — 
3 Pear  Tree  Ward,  2 Abbey,  2 Markeaton,  and  one  in  each  of  the 
following  Wards : Bucket,  Dale,  Derwent,  Friar  Gate,  and  King’s 
Mead.

Schools  and  Scarlet  Fever. — Table  VII.  shews  the  incidence  of 
Scarlet  Fever  upon  the  respective  scholars  of  the  Elementary 
Schools  in  the  Borough.  It  will  be  noticed  that  each  school  was 
more  or  less  affected  during  the  year. 

Return  Cases. — There  were  13  hospital  “ return  ” cases,  or  cases 
occurring  in  households  within  one  month  of  the  return  of  a con- 
valescent Scarlet  Fever  case  from  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital — 
a percentage  of  T6  of  the  cases  notified  and  3-0  of  the  cases 
admitted  to  hospital.  In  addition  there  was  one  home  “ return  ” 
case: — (a)  case  648;  illness  commenced  19th  October;  brother  who 
had  Scarlet  Fever  was  released  from  isolation  on  9th  October; 
and  the  house  disinfected  same  day. 

Exposure  of  Scarlet  Fever  Patients  in  Public.  - 

Prosecution  of  a parent  was  ordered  by  the  Sanitary  Committee 
of  case'  393  for  allowing  child  to  be  exposed  in  the  public  street 
whilst  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever.  The  child  had  been  taken  to 
its  grandmother.  The  parent  was  ordered  to  pay  7/6  towards  the 
costs  of  the  case. 
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A second  case  was  dealt  with  by  the  Chairman  (Aid.  Laurie) : — 
The  mother  of  case  274  had  taken  her  child  whilst  in  an  infectious 
state  to  a public  institution  and  there  sat  in  the  general  waiting- 
room  amongst  other  out-patients,  with  the  result  that  the  infection 
was  conveyed  to  case  284.  The  parent  was  reprimanded. 

Imported  Scarlet  Fever. —

Insanitary  Conditions. — • 

Sanitary  defects  were  reported  by  the  Visiting  Inspector  in  61 
houses,  a percentage  of  7’6  of  the  cases  notified. 

Hospital  Accommodation.— 

This  was  again  found  to  be  inadequate  for  the  number  of  cases 
needing  hospital  isolation,  the  especial  need  being  increased  accom- 
modation for  convalescent  cases.

The  total  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  notified  during  1915  was 
298,  of  which  number  5 were  subsequently  withdrawn  as  not  being 
cases  of  this  disease.  More  than  half  of  the  total  293  (viz.,  162) 
were  cases  discovered  by  bacteriological  examination,  m_any  of  these 
were  “ carriers  ’’  with  no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease. 
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Diphtheria  was  therefore  more  prevalent  within  the  Borough 
during  1915  than  in  1914;  the  number  of  cases  (293)  is  an  increase 
of  37  compared  with  the  number  notified  in  1914  (256),  and  the 
number  of  deaths  (23)  is  11  more  than  the  number  of  fatal  cases  in 
1914. 

Included  in  the  293  cases  are  {a)  131  cases  notified  by  Medical 
men  in  the  town  on  clinical  symptoms  only;  (h)  127  cases  notified 
on  tfie  results  of  bacteriological  examinations  of  throat  swabs  of 
suspicious  cases  of  throat  illness  and  of  cases  with  nasal  discharge ; 
and  (c)  35  cases  discovered  in  school  or  in  the  homes  of  the  people, 
chiefly  the  “ close  contacts  ” of  notified  cases.  The  number  of  cases 
discovered  by  bacteriological  examinations  is  an  increase  of  39  over 
the  number  in  1914.

Second  Attacks. — In  two  instances  the  cases  had  suffered  from 
Diphtheria  previously. 

Previous  Cases  in  Household. — In  21  families  previous  cases  of 
Diphtheria  had  occurred  within  periods  of  2 months  to  9 years, 
viz.  : — Two  at  a period  of  2 months  previously,  one  4 months,  one 
5 months,  one  6 months,  two  10  months,  one  a year  ago,  two  2 
years  previously,  one  3 years,  two  4 years,  one  3 years,  three  6 years, 
three  7 years,  and  one  9 years. 

Occupation. — 205  of  the  293  cases  were  school  children  (i.e., 
70*0%);  57  were  either  children  below  school  age  or  children  not 
attending  school.  Among  the  remaining  31  cases  (21  females  and 
10  males)  there  was  no  special  indication  that  any  particular  occupa- 
tion was  a factor  in  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Eleven  of  the  adult 
females  were  engaged  in  domestic  duties  and  4 in  the  nursing  pro- 
fession. 

School  Influence. — The  205  school  children  attended  respectively 
34  Public  Elementary  Schools  and  Private  Schools  within  the 
Borough.  The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  cases  of  Diph- 
theria attending  each  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools,  with  the 
incidence  per  1,000  attendances.  Each  Public  Elementary  School 
within  the  Borough,  with  the  exception  of  the  Special  School,  had 
one  or  more  cases  of  Diphtheria  among  its  scholars  during  1916.

Nuisances. — The  Visiting  Inspectors  reported  nuisances  in  41 
houses ; defective  drains  and  insanitary  conveniences  were  discovered 
in  25  houses,  structural  defects  were  found  in  5 cases,  and  4 foul 
sink-stones  and  defective  waste  sink-pipes,  there  were  4 dirty  houses, 
offensive  odours  were  recorded  in  2 instances,  and  the  paving  of 
yard  of  one  house  was  defective. 

Imported  Cases. — Case  No.  3 and  case  No.  213  come  under  this 
heading;  the  former  visited  Allenton  from  23rd  December  to  8th 
J anuary,  illness  commenced  day  of  return ; and  the  latter  went  on 
a week’s  visit  to  Liverpool  and  returned  to  Derby  on  26th  Sept., 
commencing  illness  1st  October.  Another  case  was  possibly  infected 
outside  Derby,  viz.,  case  100,  a soldier  who  had  been  in  contact  with 
a case  at  Bellshill,  Lanarkshire. 

Milk  Supply. — In  no  case  could  the  attack  of  Diphtheria  be  traced 
to  the  milk  supply. 

Removals  to  Hospital. — In  1915  the  number  of  cases  of  Diph- 
theria removed  to  hospital  was  171 ; the  percentage  of  cases  removed 
being  58-3.

Thirty-eight  cases  were  discovered  in  school  “ contacts.” 
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School  Notification. — 22  cases  of  sore  throat  were  notified  by  the 
school  teachers  during  1915  ; each  of  these  was  visited  by  a Medical 
Member  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  a swabbing 
taken  of  the  throat  in  most  instances;  18  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
also  reported  by  the  School  Authorities  in  1915. 

Antitoxin. — Antitoxin  was  supplied  gratuitously,  as  in  previous 
years,  to  the  medical  men  practising  in  Derby.  140  phials,  each 
containing  2,000  units,  were  supplied  in  Derby  in  1915,  as  com- 
pared with  156  in  1914,  148  in  1913,  and  157  in  1912. 

Removal  of  Sanitary  Defects. — As  far  as  possible  the  sanitary 
defects  mentioned  above  were  remedied.

There  were  16  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  notified  during  the  year,  but 
in  two  instances  the  patients  died  after  admission  to  the  Derby 
Royal  Infirmary,  and  the  death  certificate  gave  the  cause  of  death 
in  the  one  case  as  Miliary  Tuberculosis, and  in  the  other  as 
‘‘  Lobar  Pneumonia.”  These  two  cases,  therefore,  have  not  been 
included  in  the  figures.  One  of  the  14  cases  proved  fatal  from 
perforation  of  the  intestines,  the  remainder  recovered.  Of  the 
remaining  14  notified  cases  7 were  young  women  inmates  of  a Home 
in  the  town.  The  inmates  ate  watercress  at  a tea  party  on  July  3rd. 
On  July  23rd-24th,  8 out  of  32  fell  ill,  the  symptoms  being  more 
of  the  type  of  those  associated  with  Food  Poisoning  than  Enteric 
Fever.  On  July  31st,  however,  a blood  specimen  of  one  of  them 
gave  a positive  Widal  re-action.  On  August  3rd  blood  specimens 
of  two  others  were  positive,  and  on  August  11th  the  blood  of  four 
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more  gave  a positive  re-action.  The  re-actions  wore  complete  in 
from  two  to  five  minutes.  Specimens  of  the  blood  of  three  cases 
were  also  tested  at  the  Manchester  Public  Health  Laboratory  with 
B Enteritidis  and  Paratyphoid  A and  B with  the  following  result : 
''  Two  of  the  above  specimens  have  been  tested  with  several  strains 
"of  B Enteritidis  isolated  from  cases  of  food  poisoning  and  also 
"with  Paratyphoid  A and  B.  There  was  a definite  agglutination 
" only  with  one  strain  of  B Enteritidis  and  this  also  is  agglutinated 
"by  Ccntrol  Typhoid  Serum.  (Signed)  J.  R.  Carver.’’

There  were  10  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  during  the  year, 
the  same  as  in  1914.  Three  of  the  10  cases,  however,  were  admitted 
to  the  Royal  Infirmary  from  districts  outside  Derby,  -the  cases 
arising  within  the  Borough  numbering,  therefore,  7. 

There  were  4 deaths  registered  as  due  to  this  disease,  compared 
with  3 deaths  in  10  cases  in  1914.  One  other  of  the  notified  cases 
proved  fatal,  the  cause  of  death  being  certified  as  Pyelophlebitis. 
Two  of  the  3 cases  admitted  from  outside  districts  to  the  Royal 
Infirmary  died  in  the  Institution. 

The  cases  notified  were  2 in  Becket  Ward,  1 each  in  Bridge, 
Castle,  Friar  Gate,  Osmaston,  and  Rowditch  Wards. 

A medical  man  was  present  at  the  parturition  in  three  instances, 
a midwife  attended  in  two  cases,  while  another  case  (premature) 
was  attended  by  both  midwife  and  doctor;  in  the  case  remaining 
neither  doctor  nor  midwife  were  present  when  the  foetus  was  born. 

Duration  of  Pregnancy. — This  was  full  time  in  only  2 of  the  7 
Derby  cases.  In  the  case  of  the  remaining  5 the  duration  of  preg- 
nancy was  respectively  3-4  months,  4 months,  4J  months,  7 months, 
and  doubtful. 

Parity. — Two  of  the  7 patients  were  primiparae,  two  were  2-para, 
one  3-para,  one  was  5-para,  and  the  other  8-para. 

Causation. — Certain  predisposing  factors  may  be  mentioned  in 
6 of  the  cases  : 


Ante-partum  hemorrhage  in  1 case. 
Domestic  worry  in  3 cases. 

Abdominal  pain  for  some  months  1 case. 
Prolonged  labour  1 case. 


In  the  other  case  the  patient  is  stated  to  have  ''  delivered  herself  ” 
of  a four  months  foetus  and  had  no  skilled  attention  from  doctor  or 
midwife  until  the  following  day. 
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Other  Accidents  and  Diseases  of  Pregnancy  and  Parturition. — 

There  were  6 deaths  in  1915  classed  under  this  heading,  but  2 of 
these  cases  were  from  outside  the  Borough,  one  dying  in  the  Boyal 
Infirmary  and  the  other  case  died  in  the  ambulance  on  the  way  to 
the  same  Institution.  Of  the  remaining  4,  two  were  cases  of 
eclampsia,  the  respective  ages  being  19  and  20.  The  cause  of  death 
in  the  other  two  cases  were  certified  respectively  as  ‘‘  incomplete 
abortion  with  hemorrhage,”  and  shock  and  hemorrhage  due  to 
child-birth.”  An  inquest  was  held  on  this  latter  death. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM.

No  record  was  obtained  in  four  cases. 

Previous  Miscarriages. — There  was  a history  of  Miscarriage  in 
5 instances,  three  of  the  mothers  had  each  had  one  miscarriage, 
one  had  had  three,  and  another  four  miscarriages  previously;  in 
two  other  cases  the  history  was  doubtful. 

Vaginal  Discharges. — There  w^as  a history  of  Vaginal  Discharge 
in  the  case  of  25  of  the  mothers.  But  in  10  of  these  it  was  stated 
to  be  of  slight  nature.  In  eight  cases  there  was  a doubtful  history 
of  leucorrhoea. 

Ophthalmia  in  Previous  Children. — A history  of  this  was  obtained 
in  11  instances,  a percentage  of  nearly  15.  There  was  a doubtful 
history  in  two  cases  and  no  record  obtainable  in  two  instances.  In 
one  case  the  mother  had  a rash  and  her  general  health  was  unsatis- 
factory. 

Personal  and  Domestic  Cleanliness. — This  was  found  by  the 
Health  Visitors  to  be  as  follows  : — 

Unsatisfactory  or  bad,  in  5 cases. 

Fair,  in  20  cases. 

Good,  in  65  cases. 

No  record  obtainable,  3 cases. 

Institutional,  &c.,  Treatment. — 12  of  the  babies  were  treated  at 
the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary,  37  were  treated  at  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  chiefly  as  out-patients  at  each  hospital;  3 were  treated 
at  the  Union  Infirmary,  while  1 was  admitted  to  an  isolation  ward 
of  the  Borough  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  after  treatment  as  an 
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out-patient  of  the  former  Institution.  36  babies  were  treated  at 
home  by  private  practitioners.  No  treatment  by  medical  men  was 
given  in  5 cases,  home  treatment  by  boracic  lotion  being  success- 
fully used. 

Midwives  and  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 4 of  the  babies  were 
attended  at  birth  by  medical  men,  the  remaining  cases  occurred  in 
the  practices  of  25  midwives,  the  largest  number  of  cases  in  the 
practice  of  one  midwife  being  10  (about  11%  of  the  cases  attended 
by  her).  Another  midwife  had  9 cases,  or  17%  of  the  maternity 
cases  attended. 

Permanent  Damage  to  Eyesight. — It  is  satisfactory  to  record 
that  no  apparent  damage  to  the  eyesight  of  any  of  the  babies  was 
discovered,  but  in  three  instances  the  parents  had  left  the  town  or 
could  not  be  traced  when  the  final  visits  of  the  Health  Visitors  were 
made;  but  even  in  these  cases  only  carelessness  and  neglect  would 
be  likely  to  cause  permanent  mischief. 


ACUTE  POLIOMYELITIS. 


One  case  (fatal)  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year  1915 
— a boy,  aged  one  year.  It  was  elicited  that  this  child  became 
paralysed  on  the  left  side  after  a fit  ” ; the  child  was  having 
dentition  trouble  at  the  time.

There  were  9 cases  notified  during  the  year.  In  addition,  3 cases 
were  discovered  on  post-mortem  examination — one  in  the  Children’s 
Hospital,  one  in  the  Royal  Infirmary,  and  one  in  a private  house 
on  examination  made  by  the  Health  Officers. 

Of  the  9 notified  cases,  one  proved  to  be  negative  on  examination 
of  the  cerebro- spinal  fluid — this  patient,  a soldier,  soon  recovered, 
and  was  probably  suffering  from  influenza.  Four  of  the  9 cases 
were  “ carriers  ” or  contact  cases  with  meningococci  in  the  naso- 
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pharynx,  three  of  these  were  soldiers,  and  one  was  the  father  of  a 
true  case.  Non©  of  these  four  last  cases  developed  any  clinical 
symptoms  of  the  disease.  The  remaining  cases  (4)  shewed  clinical 
signs  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  and  examination  of  the  cerebro- 
spinal fluid  shewed  the  presence  of  the  diploooccus  intra-cellularis. 
Three  of  these  were  fatal. 

Sex. — All  the  contact,  carrier  and  doubtful  cases  were  adult 
males.  Of  the  7 true  cases  5 were  males  and  2 were  females. 

Age.  — The  youngest  true  case  was  sixteen  months,  and  the  oldest 
eleven  years.  The  age  periods  of  the  7 cases  and  the  ward  distri- 
bution is  recorded  in  Appendices  II.  and  III.

Tlie  number  of  Measles  cases  notified  by  school  teachers  is  higher 
than  in  1914  (876),  and  the  number  of  deaths  is  much  higher  than 
the  number  in  1914,  when  19  deaths  only  were  recorded  from  this 
disease.

DIARRHCEA  CLINIC. 

A Diarrhoea  Clinic  was  established  for  3J  months,  July  to 
October,  in  suitable  premises  at  the  Hostel,  Full  Street.  Six  cots 
were  equipped,  and  preparations  made  for  dealing  with  acute  cases. 
Fortunately,  however,  owing  to  the  weather  becoming  comparatively 
cold  and  damp,  the  need  for  the  Clinic  was  not  so  great  as  was 
anticipated.  A few  cases  were  dealt  with,  but  the  number  was 
smaller  than  was  expected.

These  diseases  are  classified  under  two  headings,  namely: — fl) 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  (2)  ‘‘Other  Tuberculous  Diseases,” 
which  include  Tabes  Mesenterica,  Tuberculous  Meningitis,  Scrofula, 
etc.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculous  Diseases  is 
therefore  187,  as  compared  with  159  in  1914, 
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The  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  numbered  130,  as 
against  98  in  1914. 

The  table,  Appendix  III.,  shewing  ages  at  death  of  these  Phthisis 
cases  demonstrates  the  fact  that  most  of  the  deaths  occur  between 
the  ages  25  and  45,  63  (or  nearly  50%)  occurring  within  these  age 
periods.  One  case  under  5 years  of  age  was  registered,  1 between 
5 and  15,  29  between  15  and  25,  whilst  between  25  and  65  there 
were  96  deaths;  there  were  only  3 deaths  at  ages  over  65. 

As  regards  ‘‘  Other  Tuberculous  Diseases,’"  the  heaviest  mortality 
was  observed  among  children  under  the  age  of  5 years,  who  con- 
tributed 30  out  of  57  deaths  (5  of  the  30  were  under  1 year  of  age), 
whilst  at  all  ages  over  5 there  were  27  deaths. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

Notification. — Tlie  total  number  of  notifications  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  received  at  the  Health  Office  during  1915  was  352;  of 
these  cases  173  were  notified  by  private  practitioners  or  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  his  assistants,  while  145  were  Poor 
Law  cases,  and  34  were  patients  of  institutions  in  the  town.  At 
the  end  of  1915  there  were  576  notified  cases  under  treatment.

— The  total  number  of  notifications  of  other  forms 
of  Tuberculosis  received  at  the  Health  Office  during  1915  was  84, 
of  which  11  were  re-notifications,  leaving  a net  total  of  new  cases 
during  1915  of  73.  There  were  151  cases  under  treatment  at  the 
end  of  1914,  making  a total  of  224  dealt  with  during  1915.

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There  were  18  deaths  among  these  73  cases,  but  the  cause  of

HOSPITAL  FOR  INFFXTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  staff  consists  of  Resident  Medical  Officer,  Matron,  Night 
Superintendent,  two  Sisters-in-Charge,  one  Charge  Nurse,  tw’o  Staff 
Nurses,  and  10  Probationers  ; also  Cbok,  Kitchen-maid,  Scullery- 
maid,  three  House-maids,  Sewing-maid,  Between-maid,  Laundress, 
two  Laundry-maids,  four  Ward-maids,  and  Caretaker  and  his  Wife. 
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Additional  help  is  given  by  three  men  who  attend  daily  for  work 
in  the  boiler-house  and  grounds  (one  of  these  attends  to  the  Tuber- 
culosis Sanatorium  grounds). 

It  is  a pleasure  to  te:tify  to  the  ability  with  which  the  Matron 
(Miss  Mitchell)  has  maintained  the  good  discipline  of  the  nursing 
and  domestic  staffs,  as  well  as  the  efficient  and  economical  manage- 
ment of  both  the  Hospital  and  the  Sanatorium. 

The  enlargement  of  the  Nurses’  Home  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  was  fully  occupied  in  July,  and  has  added  greatly  to  the 
convenience  and  comfort  of  the  resident  staff.

Type  of  Case. — 424  v/ere  of  the  ordinary  type,  15  were  of  the 
septic  type,  and  there  was  one  severe  toxic  case.  Scarlatinal  and 
polyvalent  anti-streptococcal  serum  was  extensively  used  in  the 
treatment  of  severe  cases  with  good  results. 

Complications. — 279  of  the  cases  were  uncomplicated,  48  of  the 
patients  had  Diphtheria  infection  in  the  throat,  20  suffered  from 
Otorrhoea,  10  from  Rhinorrhoea,  10  from  Nephritis,  and  7 from 
Rheumatism. 
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In  two  instances  the  diagnosis  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  doubtful  and 
7 cases  admitted  as  Scarlet  Fever  were  found  not  to  be  suffering 
from  that  disease.  Secondary  rashes  occurred  in  five  cases.  During 
1915,  mild  uncomplicated  cases  of  Scarlet  FWer  were  usually  dis- 
charged on  the  36th  day  of  illness.

Of  the  six  cases  admitted  as  Cerebro-spinal  Fever  one  (fatal)  was 
found  to  be  suffering  from  Cerebral  Abscess  not  Cerebro-spinal 
Fever.  Of  the  five  remaining  cases  three  were  ‘'carriers”  (soldiers) 
with  no  clinical  signs  of  the  disease  and  were  discharged  when 
examination  of  the  naso-pharynx  failed  to  show  the  presence  of 
meningo-cocci.  The  two  clinical  cases  were  treated  by  lumbar 
puncture  and  the  injection  of  serum  as  well  as  by  intra-muscular 
injections  of  soamin.  One  of  the  cases  (f.,  15/12)  died  after  fifty- 
four  days’  stay  in  hospital,  the  other  (m.,  8)  lingered  on,  but  ulti- 
mately died  in  1916. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

One  case  was  admitted  (a  girl  aged  18  years)  at  a late  stage  of 
tlie  illness  and  died  on  the  13th  day  after  admission.  The  autopsy 
revealed  several  old  perforations  with  some  adhesions,  the  whole 
of  the  ileo-csecal  region  of  the  intestine  being  very  friable  with 
numerous  old  ulcers. 
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Measles. — TWo  cases  were  admitted — a soldier  and  a little  girl 
of  3 years.  Each  was  discharged  convalescent  at  the  end  of  three 
weeks. 

German  Measles. — One  soldier  was  admitted  and  discharged  con- 
valescent after  14  days’  stay. 

Erysipelas. — One  soldier  was  admitted  with  facial  erysipelas ; he 
was  discharged  convalescent  after  18  days. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — During  1915  one  case  of  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum  was  treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  mother 
was  admitted  with  the  child  and  the  case  treated  in  a cubicle.  The 
case  was  discharged  with  normal  healthy  eyes  after  9 days’  stay  in 
hospital. 

Observation  Cases. — (1)  a soldier  suffering  from  severe  constitu- 
tional symptoms  which  were  found  to  be  due  principally  to  pyorrhoea 
alveolaris.  He  was  discharged  practically  well  after  8 days’  stay ; 
(2)  a member  of  the  hospital  staff  isolated  for  3 days  with  simple 
sore  throat. 

Laboratory  Report. — Throat  Swabs. — The  total  number  of  throat 
swabs  examined  in  the  Laboratories  during  1915  was  5,087 ; of  these 
3,319  were  throat  swabs,  1,754  from  the  nose,  and  14  from  the  ear.

Clinical  Results. ^ — Classification  of  Patients. — Patients  in  all 
stages  of  Phthisis  were  included  in  the  212  admissions. 

There  were  15  cases  admitted  with  Surgical  Tuberculosis,  leaving 
197  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis;  included  in  these  were  three 
cases  of  doubtful  diagnosis,  one  suffering  from  Exophthalmic  Goitre, 
one  from  Syphilis,  and  another  from  Bronchiectasis ; no  tubercle 
bacilli  were  found  in  the  sputa  of  these  cases.

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The  accommodation  for  tuberculous  patients,  especially  children, 
was  restricted  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  fire  in  the  wooden  pavilion 
in  January,  1915.  Fortunately  the  patients  did  not  suffer  when 
this  occurred  and  most  of  them  were  sent  at  once  to  their  homes. 
One  end  of  the  pavilion  had  to  be  re-built  and  was  made  practically 
fireproof.

All  these  378  cases  were  specially  chosen  badly  nourished  children 
with  symptoms  suggestive  of  chest  trouble,  yet  only  38*6%  gave 
positive  reactions.  Koch’s  pure  Bovine  tuberculin  was  used. 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

In  Mr.  Wilkinson’s  report  will  be  found  particulars  of  all  articles 
of  food  condemned.  During  the  year  21  carcases  and  26  quarters 
of  beef  have  been  destroyed  for  the  following  reasons : Tuberculosis, 
fever  and  difficult  parturition,  anthrax,  black  quarter,  injuries  and 
dropsy.  In  addition  to  these  there  have  been  5 bodies  of  mutton, 
12  of  veal,  and  8 pigs  destroyed  for  various  causes. 

The  number  of  tuberculous  cattle  examined  was  193,  a decrease 
of  42  on  the  previous  year ; of  these  4 were  bullocks,  23  heifers, 
and  116  cows. 

The  number  of  pigs  found  tuberculous  was  52,  a decrease  of  19 
on  the  number  for  1914.  With  six  exceptions,  the  bullocks  and 
heifers  were  all  in  prime  condition,  39  of  the  cows  were  in  very 
good  condition,  the  127  remaining  being  in  good  or  fair  condition. 
Six  of  the  pigs  found  tuberculous  were  in  prime  condition,  while 
two  were  poorly  nourished. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  prosecute  three  butchers.  In  one  case 
a fine  of  £5  and  costs,  or  in  default  28  days’  imprisonment,  was 
imposed  for  exposing  unsound  meat  for  sale.  Two  butchers  were 
prosecuted  for  depositing  unborn  veal  for  sale^ — this  case  was  dis- 
missed on  payment  of  costs. 

FOOD^PREPARING  PREMISES. 

During  the  year  all  food  preparing  or  making  up  premises  in  the 
Borough  have  been  regularly  visited  by  Inspector  Hanson,  and  it 
is  again  satisfactory  to  record  that  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
has  occurred  in  1915.  The  general  standard  of  cleanliness  may  be 
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regarded  as  very  good  in  view  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the 
trade  owing  to  scarcity  of  labour  caused  by  the  war.  Most  of  the 
defects  found  have  been  of  a minor  character  and  have  been 
remedied  without  trouble.  Inspector  Hanson  reports  that  311 
visits  were  made  in  1915  and  24  notices  were  given,  all  of  which 
have  been  attended  to. 

The  War  Office  Food  Department  requested  that  special  attention 
should  be  paid  to  the  supervision  of  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
for  the  troops  stationed  in  Derby.  These  places  number  13,  and 
79  special  visits  have  been  paid  to  them.

THE  HOUSINQ  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES. 

As  a result  of  the  previous  year’s  demolition  orders  33  houses 
were  pulled  down  in  1915.  In  addition  there  were  6 houses  cleared 
away  as  the  result  of  orders  issued  during  the  year  under  review, 
making  a total  of  39  demolitions.  The  districts  were  confined  to 
the  older  parts  of  the  Borough,  viz.,  18  houses  in  King’s  Mead 
Ward,  11  in  Bridge  Ward,  4 Castle,  3 Babington,  2 Becket,  and 
1 Markeaton  Ward.  The  following  Courts  were  entirely  abolished  : 
Court  2 Haarlem  Street  (2  houses).  Court  7 Bridge  Gate  ( 3 houses). 
Court  12  Walker  Lane  (3  houses).  Court  13  Walker  Lane  (3  houses), 
Court  9 Sadler  Gate  (8  houses).  In  addition  to  the  above  through 
ventilation  was  made  in  5 houses,  2 houses  made  fit  for  human 
habitation,  and  4 houses  closed  as  dwellings  and  converted  into 
store  places.  Demolition  orders  served  in  respect  of  3 houses  had 
not  been  complied  with  at  the  termination  of  the  year.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Lipscombe,  Analyst,  joined  His  Majesty’s  Forces  in 
July,  and  his  duties  were  carried  out  temporarily  by  Mr.  Allan 
Domleo,  who  left  early  in  November.  Systematic  analyses  had  then 
to  be  discontinued.

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INSPECTION  OF  OUr=WORKERS  OR  HOME=WORKERS. 

Pursuant  to  Section  107  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  127  lists  of 
out-workers  have  been  received  from  the  various  firms  in  Derby. 
Of  the  out- workers,  370  were  engaged  in  net-mending,  391  in  alter- 
ing, making  or  finishing  wearing  apparel,  35  making  curtain  rings 
and  ball  fringing,  29  making  fly  papers,  3 making  paper  bags,  9 
making  cardboard  boxes,  and  4 making  surgical  bandages.  Fifteen 
lists  have  been  received  from  other  Councils  of  out-workers 
employed  by  firms  in  their  district  who  reside  in  Derby,  and  29 
lists  have  been  forwarded  to  Councils  in  whose  districts  out-workers 
employed  by  Derby  firms  reside.  The  homes  of  the  out-workers 
continue  to  show  a fair  standard  of  cleanliness,  though  some  require 
frequent  visits.  This  is  often  the  case  where  the  work  done  con- 
stitutes the  whole  or  principal  means  of  the  livelihood  of  the  family, 
and  is  frequently  the  most  difficult  to  deal  with.  During  1915,  115 
verbal  notices  and  28  official  notices  were  served  with  regard  to 
unwholesome  premises. 


MIDWIVES  ACT,  1902. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Midwives  Act,  58 
women,  who  were  registered  as  mid  wives,  gave  notice  of  their  in- 
tention to  practice  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Borough.  Twenty 
of  these  were  women  who  were  admitted  to  the  roll  on  account 
of  their  having  been  in  bona-fide  practice  for  twelve  months  prior 
to  July  31st,  1902.  The  remainder  (38)  include  16  connected  with 
the  Royal  Nursing  Institution  and  4 members  of  the  Sanitary 
staff ; the  rest  (18)  being  the  certificated  women  practising  privately. 

Ninety-four  notifications  of  still-births  were  received  and  most 
of  them  were  visited  by  women  inspectors. 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  visits  were  paid  to  midwives  prac- 
tising outside  public  institutions.  The  number  of  visits  paid  during 
the  year  varies  between  two  or  three  to  the  more  competent  women 
to  seven  or  eight  (or  more)  to  the  more  careless  and  neglectful  ones. 
It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  number  of  these  latter  is  diminish- 
ing. Two  of  the  ‘'bona-fide^’  midwives  retired  during  the  year  from

ill-liealtli  and  old  age  respectively,  and  their  names  were  removed 
from  the  roll  at  their  own  request.  During  the  year,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  248  reports  were 
sent  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  stating  that  a midwife  had 
to  send  for  medical  aid.

Thirty-two  midwives  were  interviewed  at  the  Health  Office  for 
various  infringements  of  the  rules. 
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Stillbirths. — Reliable  information  is  not  forthcoming  with  refer- 
ence to  the  number  of  still-births.  According  to  the  returns  of  the 
Derby  Cemeteries  there  were  106  burials  during  the  year.  The 
number  reported  to  the  Local  Supervising  Authority  was  94,  viz.  :

These  houses  contain  120  sleeping  rooms  and  have  accommodation 
for  594  adults  and  25  children. 

Visits  of  Inspection  : 792,  10  of  which  were  night  inspections. 
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Notices  given,  verbal  and  written,  for  various  breaches  of  the  Bye- 
laws, 155,  151  of  which  have  been  attended  to,  in  addition  to  one 
from  1914. 

No  breach  of  the  Regulations  was  discovered  during  the  night 
inspections. 

One  house  has  been  taken  over  temporarily  by  the  Military 
Authorities  for  billeting  purposes,  and  is  consequently  not  being 
used  as  a Common  Lodging  House,  thus  reducing  the  number  in 
occupation  for  the  time  being  to  16.  A room  in  another  house  has 
been  transferred  to  the  Let  in  Lodgings  ” register. 

These  cases,  combined  with  the  two  houses  given  up  during  the 
year,  represent  a loss  of  95  beds  in  21  rooms,  but  notwithstanding 
this  diminution  of  accommodation  the  remaining  capacity  is  far 
from  being  fully  used  and  is  amply  sufficient  for  present  needs, 
owing  to  many  of  the  regular  habitues  being  absent  on  military 
service.

Destructive  Insect  Pests  affecting  Fruit  and  Vegetables. 

Eighteen  outbreaks  of  Wart  Disease  of  potatoes  were  found,  or 
reported,  occurring  in  gardens  over  a wide  area,  viz.  : — Firs  Estate, 
Baker  Street  (3),  Alfreton  Eoad  (3),  Cowsley  Eoad  (‘2),  London  Eoad, 
Osmaston;  Eutland  Street  (2),  Curzon  Lane,  Balfour  Eoad,  St. 
Thomas’  Eoad,  Coburg  Street,  Friar  Gate,  and  Brighton  Eoad. 

Several  visits  of  inspection  were  made,  notices  served  declaring 
the  gardens  affected,  and  the  destruction  of  infected  matter  super- 
vised. Visits  of  inspection  were  also  made  to  four  gardens  affected 
in  the  previous  year,  when  it  was  found  that  licences  had  been 
obtained  to  grow  immune  varieties  on  two  of  these,  which  had 
proved  satisfactory,  and  in  the  other  two  no  potatoes  had  been 
planted. 

In  June  gooseberries  affected  with  Mildew  were  discovered  in 
possession  of  a wholesale  dealer,  and  part  of  the  same  consignment 
in  possession  of  a retailer  being  offered  for  sale.  The  place  of 
origin  of  the  fruit  was  Over,  Cambridge,  but  on  the  matter  being 
reported  to  the  Committee,  no  proceedings  against  the  sender  were 
authorised.  A small  infected  consignment  was  also  sent  into  the 
town  from  Castle  Donington.  In  all  19  sieves  of  diseased  berries 
were  destroyed.  Eeports  and  particulars  of  all  cases  under  the 
D.I.P.  Orders  were  duly  supplied  to  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  I undertook  within  the  Borough  the 
service  of  official  notices. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS. 

Anthrax. 

In  March  a fat  cow,  brought  in  by  rail  from  the  county,  for  sale 
iu  the  Market,  was  found  to  have  had  a sudden  attack  of  some 
ailment.  She  was  immediately  bled  and  the  carcase  removed  to  a 
slaughter-house,  where  it  was  dressed  for  human  food.  Inspector 
Hanson  on  making  an  examination  suspected  Anthrax.  Immediate 
steps  were  taken  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Anthrax 
Order,  and  bacteriological  examination  of  the  spleen  by  the  Cor- 
poration Veterinary  Inspector,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical 
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Officer  of  Health,  left  no  doubt  as  to  the  disease  being  Anthrax. 
Every  possible  stop  was  taken  to  avert  danger,  and,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Medical  Officer  the  carcase  of  a prime  pig  hanging 
in  the  slaughter-house  was  also  destroyed,  and  compensation  paid 
to  the  owner  by  the  Sanitary  Committee.  The  slaughter-house  was 
tlio roughly  disinfected  and  cleansed  as  directed  by  the  Anthrax 
Order. 

Five  months  later  another  animal  from  the  country  was  dressed 
under  similar  conditions,  in  one  of  our  public  slaughter-houses, 
but  after  a repetition  of  the  searching  inquiry  made  in  the  previous 
case,  this  was  proved  not  to  be  one  of  Anthrax. 

Maintenance  of  Live  Stock  Order  of  1915. 

In  August  an  Order  was  made  to  prevent  the  slaughter  of 
obviously  breeding  animals,  and  to  restrict  the  slaughter  of  calves, 
but,  owing  to  the  laxity  of  the  powers  given,  the  utter  futility  of 
trying  to  trace  animals  from  one  market  to  another  or  to  watch  all 
steps  taken  by  dealers  and  others  to  defeat  the  existing  powers  of 
the  Order,  the  intentions  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  were  of  very 
little  value. 

Parasitic  Mange  Order. 

This  Order,  suspended  in  1914,  was  restored  on  16th  March, 
1915,  but  no  case  has  arisen  thereunder  within  the  Borough. 

Sheep  Scab  Orders  and  the  Tuberculosis  in  Animals  Order,  1914, 
still  remain  suspended. 

A new  Sheep  Dipping  ” Order  was  made  on  1st  April,  1945, 
leaving  the  Regulation  of  exposure  in  markets  of  sheep,  dipped  or 
undipped,  in  the  hands  of  each  Local  Authority.  This  alteration 
of  procedure  has  already  lead  to  unsatisfactory  results,  as  some 
authorities  insist  upon  all  sheep  being  dipped  before  exposure  in  a 
market,  whilst  others  make  no  such  restriction,  inevitably  causing 
unnecessary  trouble  and  confusion,  owing  to  absence  of  uniformity 
in  action. 

Swine  Fever. 

In  March  an  outbreak  of  this  disease  was  reported  where  there 
were  six  pigs  on  the  premises,  and  several  others  in  close  proximity. 
Two  of  the  ailing  pigs  died,  but  post  mortem  examinations  did  uot 
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confirm  the  presence  of  the  disease.  In  consequence  of  there  being 
history  of  contact  with  Swine  Fever-infected  pigs  in  Nottingham 
Market,  special  care  had  to  be  taken  in  restricting  movement  until 
the  absence  of  infection  was  definitely  proved. 

In  June  an  actual  outbreak  of  Swine  Fever  occurred  where  there 
were  18  pigs  on  the  premises.  Three  of  these  died,  the  first  being- 
certified  as  free  from  fever,  but  the  second  and  third  as  definitely 
affected.  The  owner  was  allowed  to  slaughter  the  remaining  15, 
when  three  of  these  were  found  affected,  and  12  to  be  quite  free. 

One  pig  died,  amongst  those  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
which  had  been  kept  under  restrictions,  but  this  death  was  found 
not  to  be  due  to  Swine  Fever.  Another  outbreak  occurred  in  the 
same  neighbourhood,  in  June  and  July,  with  10  pigs  on  the 
premises.  Four  animals  suffering  from  Swine  Fever  were  killed  by 
the  owner,  and  one  by  order  of  the  Board.  Five  healthy  pigs  were 
killed  by  the  owner  and  passed  for  human  food. 

A still  further  outbreak  occurred  in  July  with  six  pigs  on  the 
premises.  The  disease  was  verified  in  this  case,  all  pigs  being 
destroyed. 

Later  in  the  same  month  a case  was  reported  which  proved  on 
post  mortem  not  to  be  Swine  Fever. 

Several  outbreaks  have  occurred  in  the  surrounding  country, 
where  pigs  have  passed  through  the  Cattle  Market,  entailing  the 
service  of  many  restriction  notices  within  the  Borough,  where  I 
have  given  every  possible  assistance  to  the  Government  Officers  in 
tracing  suspected  and  contact  animals. 

All  carcases  of  diseased  or  dead  animals  were  destroyed  in  the 
refuse  destructor,  and  in  every  instance  the  premises  were  thoroughly 
disinfected,  cleansed,  and  lime  washed. 

The  Swine  Fever  (Regulation  of  Movement)  Order  has  been 
enforced  during  the  year,  and  a large  number  of  licences  issued, 
received,  and  enforced,  which  need  not  be  particularised. 

In  all  proceedings  under  these  Acts  and  Orders,  Inspector 
Hanson  has  rendered  me  very  valuable  assistance, 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS.

The  above  result  can  hardly  be  regarded  as  satisfactory,  but  with- 
out some  explanation  the  figures  will  not  convey  much  to  any 
ordinary  reader. 

(a)  A sample  of  margarine  was  sold  as  butter,  but  this  is  a case 
of  substitution  or  fraud  rather  than  of  adulteration. 

(h)  These  two  samples  were  deficient 'in  light  magnesia  2*1%  and 
0*3%,  but  the  deficiency  was  deemed  to  be  too  small  to  call  for 
prosecution. 

(c)  The  consumption  of  margarine  has  increased  to  such  an  extent 
that  it  was  considered  desirable  the  exact  composition  of  this  article 
of  food  should  be  ascertained.

One  serious  objection  to  the  use  of  margarine  is,  that  every  sample 
contains  boric  preservative,  which  has  been  declared  an  injurious 
drug. 

{d)  Persistent  attempts  are  made  to  persuade  magistrates  that 
the  standard  of  quality  for  milk,  fixed  by  the  Beard  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  as  a minimum,  is  too  high. 

Unfortunately,  this  Government  Department  issues  circular 
letters  which  help  the  agitators  for  a lower  standard,  and  these  are 
often  quoted  in  the  Police  Court  against  prosecutions  for  adultera- 
tion. Our  experience  in  this  Borough  during  the  past  year  shows, 
that  with  a slightly  less  number  of  samples  obtained,  the  amount 
of  adulteration,  indicating  the  presence  of  water  in  excess  has  nearly 
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doubled,  but  in  individual  amounts  so  small  as  to  render  successful 
prosecutions  out  of  the  question.  In  one  batch  of  twelve  samples 
obtained  at  the  middle  of  April,  eight  of  them  were  deficient, 
seven  in  none  fatty  solids,  indicating  the  addition  of  water,  the 
highest  of  which  did  not  reach  6%.  A further  batch  of  twelve 
taken  at  the  middle  of  July  gave  almost  identical  results,  where 
four  samples  were  found  with  excess  of  water,  but  in  amounts 
varying  from  2'6%  to  4-1%,  clearly  indicating  an  attempt  to 
artificially  lower  to  the  standard,  but  getting  a hit  too  low. 


Taking  all  samples  obtained,  including  reported  upon  as

A high  standard  in  fat  is  indicated,  because  only  10  samples  were 
deficient  in  fat,  but  on  the  other  hand  the  unusually  high  number 
of  32  samples  were  deficient  in  solids  other  than  fat,  a result  easily 
brought  about  by  the  persistent  addition  of  a small  quantity  of

water,  thus  trying  to  persuade  the  magistrates  that  the  Derbyshire 
cow  does  not  produce  milk  of  standard  quality.  When  it  is  found 
that  even  including  such  a number  of  samples  known  to  be  wrong, 
the  average  is  still  above  the  Government  standard,  it  is  to  be  hoped 
we  shall  hear  no  more  of  the  incapable  cow. 

The  question  is  often  asked  by  magistrates,  “ How  much  profit 
is  the  seller  going  to  get  out  of  so  small  an  addition  of  water?” 
evidently  with  an  idea  that  cases  of  small  adulteration  should  be 
let  off,  whereas  the  seller  who  does  it  by  little  hits  only  may  be  the 
worst  enemy,  because  conviction  can  be  more  easily  secured  for  a 
large  addition, ‘but  the  small  adulterator  is  treated  leniently  owing 
to  his  apparent  want  of  motive. 

The  chief  care  must  still  be  “ the  protection  of  the  consumer.” 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The'^importance  of  this  work  has  been  greater  than  usual  during 
the  year,  owing  to  the  presence  in  the  town  of  such  a large  number 
of  soldiers. 

Butchers’  shops,  slaughter-houses,  fish  dealers,  and  food-prepar- 
ing places  have  had  Inspector  Hanson’s  continuous  attention, 
resulting  in  the  removal  and  destruction  of  much  dangerous  food, 
and  much  of  doubtful  quality  or  condition  which  owners  were 
willing  to  surrender. 

It  is  a pleasure  to  record  that,  with  minor  exceptions,  all  places 
used  for  the  killing  or  preparation  of  human  focd-stuffs  have  been 
kept  in  good  sanitary  condition,  any  temporary  lapses  from  vigil- 
ance being  promptly  remedied  on  request. 

Over  17 J tons  of  diseased,  unsound,  or  unfit  food  has  been 
destroyed,  as  set  out  in  the  attached  table:  —

NUISANCES, 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  nuisances  set  out  in  the  appended 
table  have  been  abated  on  preliminary  notices.  Five  cases  only 
were  reported  to  the  Committee  for  authority  to  take  legal  pro- 
ceedings, and  in  two  instances  the  nuisances  were  abated  without 
service  of  legal  notice.  In  the  other  three  cases  a large  number  of 
owners  were  concerned,  the  complaints  being  in  private  streets 
where  gullies  for  taking  surface  water  were  choked  and  ineffective. 
Notices  in  these  cases  were  served  under  special  powers  in  our  Local 
Act,  the  necessary  work  done  under  supervision  of  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  and  the  costs  recovered  from  owners. 

Complaints  (30)  made  of  matters  relating  to  work  in  the  Sur- 
veyor’s Department  have  been  handed  on  to  him  for  attention. 

Notices  from  FI.M.I.  of  Factories  under  the  Factory  and  Work- 
shop Act  have  received  attention  as  they  came  to  hand,  the  result 
being  reported  to  him,  and  particulars  thereof  as  well  as  other 
similar  action  taken  on  inspections  in  the  ordinary  course  of  duty, 
have  been  reported  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  be  included 
in  his  summary  of  work  done  under  the  Act. 

Privies  Converted  to  W.C.’s 

It  will  be  noted  that  fewer  privies  have  been  converted  during 
the  year,  which  has  been  due  to  decreased  staff  and  special  appeals 
on  behalf  of  owners  of  property  that  expenses  in  this  direction 
should  be  kept  as  low  as  possible.  Nevertheless,  271  of  these  old- 
fashioned  places  have  been  converted  and  41  entirely  abolished. 
It  has  not  been  possible  to  revise  our  list  of  privies,  etc.,  but,  taking 
particulars  from  the  record  of  work  done  in  refuse  removal,  I am 
of  opinion  the  total  has  been  considerably  overstated,  and  that  our 
present  number  is  1,022  privies  and  3,284  tub  closets.

A number  of  inspections  have  been  mad©  of  premises  where  rag 
hock  is  used  in  the  making  of  articles  of  bedding  and  furniture,  and 
samples  of  hock  taken. 

Ten  samples,  from  eight  different  upholsterers,  were  submitted 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  test,  and  he  reported  all  samples 
within  the  standard  of  impurity  laid  down  (30  parts  of  chlorine  in 
100,000  parts  of  hock).  The  samples  examined  showed  from  T75 
to  25*25  parts  per  100,000,  so  indicating  a fairly  wide  range  and 
coming  near  the  limit  allowed  by  the  Regulations.
